The teachers who bring their students to PEM say the field trips are a 
far cry from the disjointed outings of their own childhoods. Whether 
taking a single tour with a specific theme — the China trade or 

art and politics — or coming several times during the school year, 
students now build relationships with the museum that change the 
way they think about art. 


It is impossible, teachers say, to overestimate the impact school 
visits have on the lives of children who have never been to a 
museum, never seen art objects in person or didn't know they had 
something to say about art. They've watched normally withdrawn 
children blossom as they describe an object for the video camera. 
Docents have seen children who once asked, “Why do | have to look 
at this?” pose proudly for a photo wearing a headdress they created 
to express their cultural heritage.

School programs change children's lives 


“The programs reach beyond the museum into the classroom and 
into my students’ homes,’ says Kathleen Marchetti, a fifth-grade 
teacher at Witchcraft Heights Elementary School in Salem. “I see 
kids taking the time to look and think creatively about how to solve 
a math problem in the same way they have learned to approach a 
work of art. And | hear stories of how they took their parents to the 


museum to show them a sculpture or painting they consider ‘theirs.” 


School visitors are comfortable here. They often return with their 
parents, navigating easily from one gallery to another, eager to 
show them the work of art they studied — “my” art. Unlike adults, 
who usually attribute a work of art to the person who created it, a 
child will think about how the object was made, the materials used 
and the mood of the piece. A child may draw pictures of the artwork 
and formulate questions she‘d like to ask the artist. That budding 


relationship with art is important, educators say. Tucked into the 
reference to “my” art is a child’s belief that his opinions are valid, or 


perhaps a newfound confidence in articulating his thoughts. 


When asked what she remembered most about her visits, a first- 
grader named her favorite things. “The number one thing | learned 
at the PEM,” she says, “was after you look at a piece of art for a while, 
you see more and more details.” 


For Siobhan McDonald, a fourth-grade teacher at Riverside 
Elementary School in Danvers, the value of PEM visits lies in the 
firsthand experiences with art. “Looking at a print (in a book), it’s 
hard to tell what the materials are, hard to see the brushstrokes and 
almost impossible to feel any emotional connection,’ McDonald 
says. “They get this at the museum, and it informs their own artwork 


and writing.” 


At atime when schools grapple with threadbare budgets, the 
museum programs provide exposure to art, enhance state- 
mandated curriculums by bringing lessons to life, and teach lifelong 


learning skills. (Many programs are free to low-resource schools.) 


Salem Mayor Kimberley Driscoll has the rare perspective of a 
municipal official and mother of children in the public schools. “On 
both counts, this is an incredible opportunity for our kids and our 
community,’ Driscoll says. “Like other cities, Salem's school budget 
is pared right to the bone. To have a program like this that enriches 
the curriculum so incredibly at absolutely no cost to us is truly a 
godsend. My kids love it, | love it and the taxpayers should love it, 


” 


too. 


Joseph Picano, supervisor of fine arts for the Lynn Public Schools, 
agrees that the need is critical. “The gallery programs that are 
offered to our students focus on creative thinking, inquiry and 
problem solving,’ Picano writes in support of the multiple-visit 
program. And those types of mental exercises help students 


prepare for standardized testing, he says. 


“We're excited about our school programs,” says Gavin Andrews, 

the museum's assistant director for family, student and teacher 
programs. “Perhaps our most important goal is to instill a love of art, 
a love of learning and a sense of belonging children will carry with 


them to museums anywhere, throughout their lives.”

Deconstructing the Apfel style 
A Closer Look 


By Paula Bradstreet Richter, Curator of Exhibitions and Research 


If you ask Iris Apfel how she composes her ensembles, she says it is a 
purely intuitive process. Her mastery of the principles of fashion, art and 
design are deeply ingrained from her work as an interior designer and 
from lifelong study and collecting. Take a closer look at ensembles in the 
exhibition — analyze their visual impact — and you'll gain insight into the 


discernment and sophisticated taste that distinguishes the Apfel style. 


> Inthis ensemble, Apfel asserts the graphic potential of 
black and white. Curvilinear patterns and undulating lines 
unify the Gianfranco Ferré shirt with the trousers by Rifat 
Ozbek. The wavy lines created by embroidery on the 
transparent net shirt and the buttons applied to the legs 
of the pinstripe trousers seem to float across the black 
background. Shiny buttons, glass beading on the shoes 
and reflections from the satin collar catch the light and 
further animate the ensemble. Think for a moment how 
the ensemble would change if a white rather than black 
undergarment were worn beneath the transparent shirt ... 
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Even this minimalist ensemble reveals bold use of color, line and asymmetry. : 
Therole of color can be seen in the vivid orange of the Geoffrey Beene jumpsuit, ( 
whichserves as the backdrop for the vibrant turquoise jewelry. Seaming on i 
the jumpsuit, the cascade of the cashmere shawl and the dangling end of the 
belt create strong verticals that reinforce the elongated line of the garment. 
Placement of the shawl, the scorpion brooch, the belt and the cuff bracelet 
create a dynamic visual relationship embodying asymmetry and balance. The 
turquoise stones of the scorpion brooch and the belt echo variations of color, 
form and scale. 


/é Contrasts in color, texture, shape and pattern are used for powerful visual effects in this 
ensemble. Varying textures include the deep pile of the ivory Nepalese wool cape and 
the softly napped surface of the buffalo checked wool skirt by Gianfranco Ferre. Fluffy 
wool pompoms on the cape stand in contrast to the hard ivory and bone beads and 

=e necklaces. Circular forms predominate on the upper body while linear forms and patterns 
are emphasized on the lower half. Layering of accessories, such as multiple necklaces or 
bracelets, is a signature of the Apfel style. 


Strong colors, curvilinear patterns and surface ornamentation 
create an eye-catching ensemble. The brilliant purple shirt, red 
suede boots and white necklaces and cuffs take their color 
cue from the hues found in the vest by Gianfranco Ferre. 
Oval and curvilinear designs in the vest’s paisley fabric are 
accentuated by applied beadwork stitched to the surface and 
echoed by the bone pendants dangling from the necklace. 
Twinkles of light reflect from the beadwork, the sequined 
hem of the vest and shiny satin shirt, contrasting with the 
matte finish of the suede boots.
